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BRAZILIAN PRODUCTION OF CANE SUGAR AND ALCOHOL 





According to data released by the Brazilian National Institute 
of Sugar and Alcohol, Brazilian production of sugar, for the year 1943/ 
1944 was estimated at 22,471,500 bags of 60 kilograms each. The largest 
producing centers were the States of Pernambuco (5,800,000 bags), Sao 
Paulo (3,600,000 bags), Mirlas Gerais (3,100,000 bags) and Rio de Janei- 
ro (2,900,000 bags). Other States in which production exceeded 1,000,000 
bags, were Alagoas (1,850,000 bags) and Bafa (1,500,000 bags). 

For the same period, Brazil's alcohol production reached a total 
of 75,231,859 liters. 








BRAZIL'S MENTHOL IN THE 1942-43 CROP 





Data released by “Foreign Commerce Weekly" shows that in the year 
1943, sixty-one distilleries were registered by the Department of Agri- 
culture of the State of Sdo Paulo, for the production of mint oil, 90% 
of the number being located in the municipality of Presidente Bernardes, 
in the Alta Sorocabana region. The oil produced yielded from 75 to 80% 
menthol. Members of the mint-oil trade estimated the 1942-43 crop at 
30 metric tons, and the production of crystals at 20 metric tons, or, 
between 40,000 and 50,000 pounds of U. S. P. menthol crystals. 

Early in 1944 reports indicated that 15,000 acres had been plante- 
ed in peppermit in the State of Sao Paulo. This was seven times greater 
than the acreage of the preceding year. Early in the year, an arca of 
from 160 to 300 acres in Northern Parana was reported to have been plant- 
ed in mint. The yield here was expected to be slightly higher per acre 
than in Sao Paulo.

The National Pine Institute reports that during 1943 Brazil ex- 
ported 196,498,600 square feet of pine, 91% of which went to the various 
other American republics and the balance to South Africa and England. 
Argentine stood first as a buyer, having taken 78% of the whole. Uruguay 
came second, followed by England, which took 14,259,756 square feet, va- 
lued at Cr$26,719,133. The largest exporting State was Rio Grande do Sul 
wiich shipped 46%. Santa Catarina with 31% and Paranda with 22% followed 
in the order indicated. In volume the 1943 movement was somewhat under 
that of 1942, but the value was 16% over that of the previous year. 





BRAZILIAN FIRST WAR LOAN 





A decree-law has been issued in Brazil raising the goal for the 
first Brazilian War Loan from the original amount of 3,000,000,000 cru- 
zeiros (about U. S. $150,000,000) to 6,000,000,000 cruzeciros (approximate- 
ly Ue S. $300,000,000). The decree for the first war loan was issued in 
October, 1942. 





MADE IRA-MAMORE RAILWAY 





By a decree-law signed May 17, 1944, the Governor of the Federal 
Territory of Guaporé has been charged with the administration of the 
Wadeira-Mamoré Railway, which runs between Porto Velho, Amazonas, and 
Guajara-Mirim, Mato Grosso. This railway was constructed as per an agree- 
meit made between Brazil and Bolivia. Construction was started in August 
1907, and completed in 1913. The greater percentage of manpower used in 
the building of this railway was American. 





BAfA'S TOBACCO CROP 





The Tobacco Institute of Bafa estimates the 1943-44 tobacco crop 
at 260,000 bales of 75 kilograms each (totalling 42,900,000 pounds). 
Stocks on hand in the city of Salvador, capital of the State, on March 
$1, 1944 totalled 182,100 bales of 75 kilograms each (30,115,000 pounds).

Duc to the difficultics of occan transportation since the war, 
there has been a decline in the shipping of matcrials, other than vital 
materials for the war effort. This decline in shipping accounts for the 
drop in exports for 1940 and imports for 1942, 
The estimated figures on shipping tonnage decline for exports are 
1,486,953 tons, and for imports, 1,486,749.

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BOOK REV IEW 





"Contos do Brasil" - Edited with Notes, Questions and a Vocabu- 
lary by D. Lee Hamilton and Ned Carey Fahs. F. S. Crofts & Coe, $2.00. 


Contos do Brasil is a progressively arranged collection of Bra- 
zilian short stories, which makes its appearance opportunely, to pro- 
vide for the increasingly growing need of more advanced reading mate- 
rial in Brazilian-Portuguese. The editors have rather happily combined 
the selection of works of literary merit with the requirements of peda- 
gogy to produce a volume which will not only aid in increasing the stu- 
dents' knowledge of Portuguese, but will, at the same time, give him 
an appreciation of the short-story literature of Brazil. A comparison 
with an anthology usually regarded as standard and published in Rio for 
a Brazilian audience reveals, in the main, the same writers, and if the 
individual stories differ in most cases, it may doubtless be set down 
to the studied intention of the editors to stress the language require- 
ments of American students of Portuguese. With this few teachers will 
take issue. 

After the brief narrative, "A Vidente" by Coelho Netto, which, as 
it were, limbers the student up for reading the volume, Machado de As-- 
sis' "Almas Agradecidas" is presented. If this story does not meet with 
universal approbation as his best, it has, at least, the merit of pre- 
senting two friends in a not extraordinary situation, who use dozens of 
common phrases which the careful student will certainly desire to mem- 
orize. In turn follow stories by Ribeiro Couto, Raymundo Magalhacs Jre,. 
Gastao Cruls, Darcy Azambuja, Montciro Lobato, Marques Rebelo, Luis 
Jardim, Affonso Arinos and Mario de Andrade, among others. With the ex- 
ception of Monteiro Lobato, all writers are limited to one story cach. 
Lobato has three, "O F{gado Indiscreto", "O Enaragado Arrependido" and 
"0 Colocador de Pronomes". The reason for this single honor is not made 
clear either in the editorial comments or in the texts themselves. 

Even a glance at the inside front cover and end paper will con- 
vince the reader that the editors have spared no pains to make their 
work representative of all Brazil and not merely of her larger cities. 
The bulge of Brazil is particularly noteworthy in this respect, and 
even the Territory of Acre comes in for mention. One is almost surprised 
also by the large number of words which the student will find in his 
later reading of Brazil's classic, "Os Sertocs" in the three storics: 
"0 Baiano", "Paisagem Pcrdida" and "Pedro Barqueiro, tipo do Sertdo". 
Such works as "Modinhas p'rd Moga Cantar", "A Patativa" and "Miss Co- 
tisco" which deal respectively with popular songs, a radio singer and 
a bathing beauty contest winner, though. they give evidence that life 
in Brazil is not very different from life in the United States,also de- 
monstrate by their contrast with the other stories, that there is a 
fuller and more mature attitude toward life than these trifles presente 
It is regrettable only that, amid all this, "Menina de Olho no Fundo", 
with its mixture of Portuguese and Italian, should find a placc. The 
language problem here should he given special attention by the teacher. 

It may not be out of place to point out that the “conto" in the 
Latin countries occupics a much more important position in the national 
literature than the short story does in the English-speaking countries. 
We think of the short story usually in terms of Edgar Allen Poc. The 
Conto", on the other hand, has a venerable history, going all the way 
back to the type of medieval tale, told so well by Boccaccio and others. 
It was this type of “little fiction" that served as source material for 
Chaucer in his "Canterbury Tales" and Longfellow in his "Tales of a 
Wayside Inn", and Shakespeare combined many of them to give us his im- 
Mortal plays. The short stories in Contos do Brasil are not unworthy of 
@ place in this tradition.
